THE CONtTITUTIONAL AMINOMENT.

The proposed smsodment to the Conatittition to be 

psfsed iipnn at the polio in Novpmln'r ■'hiinlii he oarefiilly 
considered and, in our judgment, defeated, lu pruposing 
to return to the old viva voce method of voting lurka 
more than one danpcr. There i!< ii datifrer tlmt threati tip 
the lite of the Constitution itself. The Constitution wa.- 
tramed in 1890 after nonthe of deliberation. Its ratifl* 
cation was* Mtterly fou(jht by the munapers of rorpora- 
tions, by corporation attorneys, by politicians large and 
ainell, And by every element that seeka edvanteges denied 

the roan whu earns his bread by the sweat of his brow. 
Despite these powerful influences the Constitution was 
adopted, and the people are eatiafied with it. To return 
ti> the old method of voting; means to return tn the in- 
timidation of voters, buying and selling, and the reign of 
disorder and violence at the polls. It means that em- 
ployes, regardlefK of their consrientious opinions, nuist 
vote the will of their employers. It means the disfran- 
chisement of the qaiet, peaceable citiMB who is nnwil- 
ling to run the k^auntlet of thu);s and bullies ut the poll8. 
It would deprive the voter of his right to cast his ballot 
without tear of iotimidstion of aoy character, But 
the most serious danger in a. return to the old method 
lies in future onsUughts upon the Constitution itself, 
whereby greed and graft may obtain full sway.
